While she is merely an accessory, 
when her husband,who did the deed, 
must escape, especially when her 
confessions were made under circum- 
stances of distress, while in prison, 
without advice and Knowing not 
what to do, 

“Therefore I will pursue the same 
course as to her, She and her hus- 
band having been in prison since be- 
fore last Court. By this course they 
do not really escape, but the case may 
be brought forward at any time the 
Solicitor may see proper and which 
should be done should other evidence 
be, discovered.”
